THE POULTRY RUN 


Catarrhal Colds Among 
Fowls. 


UCKY is the man who does not have 
to doctor one or more of his fowls 

for s cold of a catarrhal nature during 
the present season, the climatic condi- 
tions being so changealde as to thwart 
his endeavours to maintain health in tbe 
stock. It is possible for a fowl to con- 
tract a catarrhal cold and to spread the 
disease Lefore its owner is aware that the 
disease exists, and especially is this 
likely to happen where a large flock of 
fowls is kept.

HEALTH HINTS ROR THE 


HOME. 

ASTRIC ULCER.—In contrast with 
the functional disorders of diges- 
tion, all the organic diseases, such 
as ulceration and cancer, are very 

serious, demanding great skill and ex- 
perience on the part of the surgeon for 
their cure, or alleviation. 


Gastric ulcer is a comparatively com- 
mon disease in young women between the 
ages of 15 and 30, and five times more 
frequent in women than in men. 


Ite causes are difficult to trace, but 
there seems to be a definite connection 
between anemia and ulceration. Two 
forms of ulcer are met with—acute and 
chronic. The former is usually small, 
varying from half an inch to one and a 
half in diameter, and has the ap rance 
of being punched out of the walls of the 
stomach. The latter has a peculiar 
funnel-shaped a rance, the wider end 
being towards the mucous surface. One 
of two results will happen, either the 
ulcer will heal and cicatrise, or perforate 
into the cavity of the abdomen—a fre- 
quent cause of death. 

The signs most characteristic of gastric 
ulcer are lovalised pain in the stomach 
after food, vomiting of bleod, or blood 
passing by the bowels. Pain is also 
usually complained of in the back to the 
left of the spine. Vomiting of blood is a 
very indicative sign and occurs in a high 
proportion of the cases. The pect of 
recovery is good, and probably amounts 


FIREARMS BY POST. 
Seven Years’ Sentence that was 
Justified. 


John Stantiall, who was sentenced 
to seven years' penal servitude at the 
Old Bailey for sending loaded revolvers 
by post with intent to injure Miss Eva 
Childs, appealed in the Court of Cri- 
minal Appeal against an order of M* 
Justice Swift refusing him leave to ap- 
peal against the conviction. The ap- 
peal was dismissed. 

Justice Shearman said Stantiall had 
made violent efforts to kill a girl through 
jealousy, and the crime was of a diatoli- 
val nature. He sent parcels addressed to 
Miss Childs, who had declined to mar 
him, to her father, and to another per- 
son, containing firearms so arranged as 
to go off and injure the persons who 
opened them. e jury had taken a 
merciful view of the crime, and there 
was no ground for interfering with the 
sentence.

ance, which he maintained even under 
severe cross-examination ip the wit- 
nesa-box. 

In the East-End there are lots of pros- 
perous little tradesmen who do not 
want to pay income tax, and there 
are quite a few so-called business ad- 
visers who make a handsome profit out 
of instructing these good people how to 
avoid the unpleasant necessities of com- 
mercial life under the law. 

Various papers contain advertise- 
ments in English and Yiddish appeal- 
ing to the shy and modest trader not to 
pay any more to the State than he thinks 
be ought, and to come and see So-and- 
So about it, and the self-apointed in- 
come tax expert does & thriving trade. 

ADVICE 1s. A TIME. 

Young Sheinbroom. saw no reason 
why he should not have a share in this 
profitable industry. At the same time, 
there are other and riskier adventures 
upon which the businee- adviser of the 
East-End embarks. He will draw you 
a "legal document," pretending that 
he is qualified to do so. and take a 
substantial fee with the risk of being 
prosecuted by the Law Society.

At least three hundred people were 
victimised by him in this way, al- 
though the boy was sharp enough to 
insist at his trial that in fact he had 
not given any legal advice. and had 
only taken a preliminary fee on three 
occasions. He explained. with naive 
indignation, that he bad advertised in 
one of the daily papers for a solicitor, 
and got three replies, but could not 
afford to pay the salarv they required. 

Bheinbroom's activities as an estate 
agent were of some interest 

He acted both for landlord and ten- 
ant, and whenever there was a danger 
of a deal faliing through, he used 
threats of various kinds to enforce at 
least the nm of his own com- 
mission. e obtained inside know- 
ledge of the private affairs of large 
numbers of people and used it for his 
own ends without the slightest hesita- 
tion. 

PEOPLE AFRAID OF HIM. 


There is a certain quality of courage 
needed to carry out this kind of busi- 
ness, even among the poor foreign 
traders of Stepney, and Sheinbroom 
was not deficient in this qualitv.

In his reply the Prince said t^t 
many might be a to minimise 
the importance of the arts. But we 
had only to turn the pages of history 
to realise that a nation's art was the 
mirror of its inner mind. 

“Decadence in art had always de- 
noted degeneration in the commuity, 
vut. health and virility were invariably 
a token that the outlook and ideals of 
n Lan epus em sound. — 

n the opinion of many udges 
a new and vigorous tone in British art 
has been apparent since the nation was 
plunged in the fiery ordeal of war. It 
had left the average man more sensi- 
tive to artistic suggestion. 

“T have just returned," he con- 
tinued, “from a tour of the battlefields 
in Belgtum and Northern France, 
in the course of which T have visited 
many of the graveyards where our 
British dead now lie.
